REVERSED

Co u rt Passes o n th e

The Indiana Supreme court yester­ 
day rev ersed the decision of the Rush 
circuit court in the case of P. H. and 
F. M. 
Roots Company v s. 
Meeker, 
which was v enued here from Fayette 
county and appealed. 
The court held 
that (1.) A m anufacturing company 


j which failed to guard its machinery 
when the secretary is at his residence 
as ™ im red by the factory act did not 
thereby become liable for injuries su s­ 
tained by a workman who was station 
{ed at a safe distance from the machín- 
I ery, but stumbled and fell upon it by 
j his own carelessness oír by pure acci­ 
dent, because the failure to prov ide 
guards was not the proximate canse of 
jsueh injury. 
(2) What constitute* the 
1 proximate cause in such a case becomes 
j a question of law for the court when 
I the facts are undisputed.

President 
Roosev elt in his Lincoln day address 
said some v ery sensible words on the 
race problem for the North as well as 
for the South. 
The problem as he 
states it, is to so deal “ with the man 
of one color as to secure him the 
right« that no one would grudge him 
if he were 
of another color.” 
He 
points out that while the South v io­ 
lates this principle in many ways in 
its treatm ent of the negro, the North 
is not always free to blame in its deal 
ings with the black man as a laborer 
and a member of society. 
What the 
President prges is to so adjust the 
“ relations between two races of differ­ 
ent ethnic type that the rights of 
neither be abridged or jeoparded; that 
the back ward race be trained so that it 
may enter into the possession of true 
freedom, w hile the forw ard race is 
enabled to preserv e unharm ed the high 
civ ilization w rought out by its fore­ 
fathers.” 
This inv olv es not only a 
training of the black man, but also of 
the w hite man, for it is on the latter, 
in the U nited States, that dev olv es 
the great task of extending the p riv i­ 
leges of freedom and of work ing out 
the destiny of the adv anced civ iliza­ 
tion 
which 
has 
its home in this 
country.

Sev eral relief bills hav e 
been passed by the house and senate, 
although a number of good lawyers is 
both bodies doubt whether or not the;/ 
are constitutions! 
It is said by some, 
howev er, that t! o supreme court has 
decided in sim ilar ca ses that the leg­ 
islature has a right to enact such 
laws. 
But it. is reported that Gov er­ 
nor Hanly think s the tendency of sue ti 
legislation is wrong and that he pro­ 
poses to v eto all such bills. 
He is 
v ery strongly in fav or of superv ision 
of priv ate bank s which might hav e 
prev ented the loss in the case of some 
of the officials who are now ask ing 
for relief. 


Some of the new bills of genera’ 
interest introduced in the house fol­ 
low: 
Prov iding for the formation of 
mutual fire insurance companies in 
cities and towns; req uiring separate 
juries to pass on sanity 
o f defendant 
in felony cases where q uestion is 
raised; req uiring county commission 
ers to k eep account of im prov em ent, 
appropriations secret till bids are re­ 
ceiv ed; prev enting a township trustee 
from 
abandoning a 
school 
district 
without written consent of a majority 
of the v oters; to repeal the law ex­ 
empting state and municipal bond« 
from taxation 
placing a bounty of 
50 ceuts a he d 
o n eh'ck en hawk - - 
The latter bill 1« numbered among the 
•‘freak '* measures which hav e been 
numerous this session. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
17.—President 
Roosev elt’s message transm itting to 
the senate the new Dominican pro­ 
tocol of an agreen*nt prov iding for 
the collection and disbursement by 
the Uuited States of the customs 
rev enues of San Domingo for the ad­ 
justm ent of ail obligations of that 
gov ernment has been made public. 
The document includes the new agree­ 
ment as well as the original protocol 
and award of the commission of arbi­ 
tration for the settlem ent 
of 
the 
claims of the San Domingo Improv e­ 
ment company under which agents of 
the United States are already collect­ 
ing the rev enues at certain of the 
ports of the Dominican gov ernment 
Few documents that hav e come to 
the senate in relation to any of the 
South or Central American or West 
India 
Republics 
hav e attracted 
so 
much attention. 
Because of the con­ 
trov ersy that has arisen as to the 
right of the executiv e to enter into 
treaty arrangem ents with any foreign 
gov ernment without the adv ice and 
consent of the senate, extraordinary 
interest has been aroused. 
The mes­ 
sage of the president outlined the 
policy of the adm inistration in rela­ 
tion to the Monroe doctrine, holding 
that It demanded that this gov ernment 
tak e charge of the customs of Amer­ 
ican states. when it is manifest that 
they are unable to maintain their own 
Integrity. 
In addition to the president’s dis­ 
cussion of the Monroe doctrine in the 
case of San Domingo the protocol it­ 
self mak es a specific declaration of 
its application and in that respect is 
unusual in treaty mak ing. 
The decla 
ration occurs in a paragraph which 
recites that the gov ernment of the 
United States v iews “any attem pt 
cn the part of the gov ernments out­ 
side of this hemisphere to oppress 
the destiny of the Dominican republic 
as a m anifestation of an unfriendly 
disposition toward the United States.** 
“Certain cou nties hav e long felt 
them selv es aggriev ed because of the 
non-payment of debts due their citi­ 
zens.” continues the message. 
“The 
only way by which foreign creditors 
could ev er obtain irom the republic 
itself any guaranty ot payment would 
be either by the acq uisition of terri­ 
tory outright or temporarily or else 
by tak ing possession of the custom 
houses, which would, of coure. in it­ 
self, in effect, be tak ing possession of 
a certain amount of territory. 
“It has for some time been obv ious 
♦hat these who profit by the Monroe 
doctrine must accept tertain respon 
sibilities along with the rights which 
it confers; and that the same state­ 
ment applies to those who uphold the 
doctrine. 
It cannot be too often and 
too emphatically asserted that 
the 
United States has not the slightest 
desire for territorial aggrandizement 
at the expense of any of its southern 
neighbors and will not treat the Mon 
roe doctrine as an excuse for such ag­ 
grandizement on its part. 
We do not 
propose to tak e any part of San Dora 
ingo or exercise 
any other control 
ov er the island sav e what is necessary 
to its financial re-habitalitation in con 
nec.tion with the collection of rev ­ 
enue. part of which will be turned 
ov er to the gov ernment to meet the 
necessary expense of running It and 
part of which will be distributed pro, 
rata among the creditors of the re 
public upon a basis of absolute eq uity 
The justification for the United States 
tak ing this burden and Incurring this 
responsibility Is to be found In the 
fact that It is incompatible with Inter­ 
national eq utijr for the United States 
to refuse to allow other powers to tak e 
the only means at their disposal of 
satisfying the claims of their credi­ 
tors and yet to refuse itself to tak e 
any such steps. 
“An aggriev ed nation can without 
Interfering with ttie Monroe doctrine 
tak e what action it sees fit in the ad 
justm ent of its disputes with Ameri 
can states prov ided that action does 
not tak e the shape of interference 
with their form of gov ernment or of 
the 
despoilment 
of their 
territory 
under any disguise. But. short of this 
when the q uestion is one of a raonej 
claim, the only way which remains 
finally to col ect it is a block ade or 
bombardment, dr the seizure of the 
custom houses and this means what 
is in effect a possesssicui. ev en though 
only a temporary possession, of terri­ 
tory. 
The United States then be 
comes a party in interest, because 
under the Monroe doctrine it cannot 
see any European power seize and 
perm anently occupy the territory of 
one of these republics; and yet such 
seizure of territory, disguised or un­ 
disguised. may ev entually offer the 
only way In which the power in q ues 
tion can 
collect 
any debts unless 
there is interference on the part of the 
United States.” 
The senate, influential members of 
that body say, will undoubted!} ratify 
the treaty. 


The house is,st<11 being flooded with 
petitions for the passage of the senate 
anti-cigarette bill. 
Pink sheets con­ 
taining the Legler bill were laid on the 
desk s of the m em l^rs. 
It is under­ 
stood that the opponents of the senata 
bill will try to hav e this m easure sub­ 
stituted for it. as it does not prohibit 
ad ilts from smok ing cigarette« . 
The 
senate bill was a special order of bus 
incss today in the house. 
It is said 
that thirty-three members of the house 
don't smo^e at all and most of the 
others don’t smok e eiganettes, so the 
chances ar? that they will fav or some 
ami-cigare te legislation. 
The Legler 
bill is m or•• liberal Than the Park s bill, 
as it does not prohibit the smok ing of 
cigarettes by adults. 


Tn the senate the Sherrick tax-ferret 
bill was introduced by Senator Will 
Wood. It is changed, howev er, in sev ­ 
eral respects from the house bill, giv ­ 
ing the auditor power to look up se­ 
q uestered taxes or funds loaofd by 
residents of Indiana on 
mortgages 
filed in other states. 
He would hav e 
no power to look up seq uestered taxes 
in Indiana counties as the house bill 
prov ides. 
This bill may receiv e more 
support than the other one, which it 
be’ng fought by the bank ers and trust 
companies 
It does not look as if the 
house bill will ev en get out of the com­ 
mittee to which It was reported. Most 
of the state officials, nowev er. are for 
tha bill, believ ing it to be a righteous 
measure.

Indianapolis, Feb. 17.—It is proba­ 
ble that both branches will begin to 
hold night sessions next week , owing 
to the rush of business. 
It seems 
probable that many bills will hav e to 
go ov er for two years. 
Pledges made in party platforms 
and the recommendations of the two 
gov ernors were forgotten when the 
senate v oted dowm an amendment au­ 
thorizing the auditor of state to ex­ 
amine priv ate bank s at least once an­ 
nually. 
the v ote was 27 against and 
20 for the amendment. 
Almost an entire day was spent in 
discussion of the priv ate bank ers’ bill. 
It was apparent from the opening of 
the debate that the priv ate bank ers 
had the upper hand. 
Dozens of them 
were here in response to a hurried 
call sent out by George Cooper, chair­ 
man of their legislativ e committee. 
They hung about the corridors of the 
senate chamber throughout the pro­ 
ceedings 
and held freq uent confer­ 
ences with the members. 
They pre­ 
sented the most powerful and per­ 
sistent lobby of the session. 
Senator 
Ganiard. who introduced the bill, offer­ 
ed the amendment to prov ide for ex­ 
amination by the auditor. 
He q uoted 
one priv ate bank er as admitting that 
they opposed the bill because of a 
desire to ev ade taxation. 
Other sena­ 
tors declared 
this to be the real 
ground of the opposition. 
He offered 
statistic*! showing that the loss to de­ 
positors in Indiana from failure of 
priv ate bank s had been 52 cents cm 
the dollar: from national bank s. 40; 
from state bank s. 12. which he claim­ 
ed Is conclusiv e that state inspection 
Is effectiv e. 
“Will you listen to the powerful 
priv ate bank lobby or to the unpro­ 
tected depositors?” he ask ed. 
Senator Ulrey emphasized .he point 
that both party platforms last year 
were pledged to priv ate bank super­ 
v ision and that the members should 
stand by these pledges. 
Senator Klt- 
tlnger declared the bill to be a graft 
for the auditor of state. 
Senator Gav - [ 
ins submitted a substitute bill for 
county superv ision, but ft was not 
adopted 
Senator Kimbrough protest­ 
ed against the state entering the do­ 
main of priv ate affairs, as he termed 
the priv ate bank ers’ business. 
Sena­ 
tor Ganiard. in closing the debate, 
declared 
that no one had 
showed 
where the bill would hurt a good pri­ 
v ate bank er. 
After the defeat of his 
amendment Senator Ulrev offered one 
to prohibit a priv ate bank er from bor­ 
rowing more than 20 pej- cent of the 
capital stock of his institution, but It 
was lost by a v ote of 30 to 15. Senator 
Wood declared that the senate repre 
sents ov er 3.000,000 people, and Its 
members should not bow their heads 
in submission to the 250 priv ate hank 
ers who are demanding the death of 
tbe bill 
Referring to the declarations 
in the Democratic and 
Republican 
platforms fav orable to superv ision of 
priv ate bank s, he ask ed: 
“If we were 
honest then in mak ing the pledge we 
should be honest now instead of bow­ 
ing our heads in submission to the 
250 priv ate bank ers. Can we look the 
people in lhe face if we defeat this 
bill?” 
Senator Stricler declared that no 
senator had a right to impugn his mo­ 
tiv es In his attitude toward the bill 
Senator Kirk man another Republican 
leader, declared that no priv ate bank - 
| er had a halter » bout his neck and 
' that he conscientiously opposed the 
bill 
Senator Ask ren at this oolnt offered

Before the v ote was tak en 
Senator Ganiard made a final appeal 
for a v ote on the merits of the hill. 
He made his appeal in behalf of the 
depositors of the wreck ed bank s of 
his district.

Ask ren was defeated by a v ote of 29 
to 14. but the priv ate bank ers will pre­ 
v ent the passage of tbe bill which is 
fav ored by Gov ernor Hanly and lead 
ers of both political parries.
